Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The 35 USC 112 2nd rejection was discussed which essentially 
deals with the preamble of the the independent claims and that the actual method steps did match with the preamble. 
Mr. Reiter indicated that changes to the independent claim reciting more positive method steps would cure this. The 
scope of enablement rejection was also discussed. The examiner's position in the previous Office action was that 
progressive hydrogen exchange analysis would be the ony H2 analysis capable of achieving said methods; however, 
iVlr. Reiter suggested that the scope was not too broad and that the other H2 analysis were capable of functioning in 
the instant methods, however, just not as well. Nonetheless they would still work and furthermore, dependent claim 3 
for instance, limits the claims to the progressive .H2 exchange anyways. This point was acknowledged and the 
examiner agreed to consider in more depth and length upon receiving Applicants response.
